There  has  been  no  shortage  of  water  at  any 
of  the  water  .supply  schemes  owned  by  the  Council  during  the  year* 
.with  the  exce^ion  of  the  long  standing  complaint  at  the  higher 
levels  in  the  village  of  Chirk.  To  remedy  this  a Hydrostat 
has  been  installed  at  New  Hall  Reservoir,  which  at  the  time  of 
writing  this  report  has  given  complete  satisfaction  for  several 
months,  the  whole  area  now  receiving  a satisfactory  supply  of 
water  at  a reasonable  pressure  at  all  times.  It  is  the 

intention  of  the  Council  that  the  Hydrostat  shall  be  considered 
as  a temporary  measure  only  and  that  at  the  first  opportunity 
new  mains  of  larger  diameter  shall  be  laid  to  provide  a 
permanant  solution  to  this  problem.  This  scheme  has  been 

prepared  and  approved  of  by  the  Tel sh  Board  of  Health,  the 
estimated  cost  of  which  is  £4 ,548. 

The  scattered  areas  of  Briw  6c  llangedwyn 
and  Pentrefe'lin  & District  have  for  many  years  suffered  flora  a 
serious  shortage  of  w ater  during  the  summer  months.  Of  late 
years  this  shortage  has  been  more  marked  due  to  a change  in  the 
type  of  farming  carried  out,  the  traditional  stoex  rearing  having 
been  replaced  by  dairy  farming..  The  Council  has  prepared  two 
schemes  to  supply  water  to  these  areas,  both  from  the  mains  of 
the  Liverpool  Corporation  Tate r Torks  at  estimated  costs  of 
£11,876  and£ll,l65  respectively. 

During  the  year  32  samples  of  water  have 
been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  three  for 
chemical  examination.  Of  the  bacteriological  samples  23  were 
reported  as  Class  I and  nine  as  Class  IV.  Of  the  chemical 
examinations  which  wefe  of  proposed  supplies  two  were 
unsatisfactory  and  were  abandoned  and  the  ocher  of  the  Liverpool 
Corporation  Tate r Torks  which  was  satisfactory. 

Only  one  of  the  eleven  schemes  from  which 
the  samples  were  taken  have  given  rise  to  anxiety,  apparently 
due  to  the  cultivation  of  land  in  the  vicinity,  and  arrangements 
are  being  made  for  the  chlorination  of  this  supply. 

There  has  been  no  c hangs  in  the  proportion 
of  dwelling  houses  supplied  by  public  water  mains  (a)  direct  to 
houses  (57.0%)  and  (b)  by  means  of  standpipes  (2.4%),

leavening  of  the  district  has  been  well 


carried  out  with  the  exception  of  Llanrhaiadr,  at  which  the 
Contractor  became  unsatisfactory and  his  Contract  was  terminated. 
By  arrangement  with,  the  Llanfyllin  R.  B.  C » in  whose  district  part 
of  the  village  is  situate  it  was  agreed,  that  this  Council  dioa.fd 
carry  out  the  scavenging  of  the  wide  of  the  village  by  direct 
labour,  the  cost  being  borne  on  an  agreed  basis,  and  this  was 
commenced  on  the  12th  June  1944.
